From 
10:20 o'clock in the morning to 3:45 clock in 
the afternoon the great column, twelve men 
deep, poured past the reviewing stand.

Tattered Flags in Line. 

Here and there throughout the column tat- 
tered battlefiags were carried lovingly, tight- 
ly because shot and shell and years 
have hardly enough of them to hold to- 
gether if they were unfurled. There were 
flags that had been carried with Sherman 
te the sea and that had waved at Gaines’ 
Mill and Chickamauga and at Kennesaw, and 
hed been shat into rags in the fierce leaden 
hall at Shiloh and the Wildefness and at 
Gettysburg.

Comment of General Miles. 

General Nelson: A. Miles, whe arrived in 
the morning, was impressed with the mag- 
nitude and significance of the parade. 

“Tt was a parade which all Europe, with 
all its armies combined, could not dupli- 
cate,” said he. It was a spectacle which 
perhaps no American shall witness again. 

It was an instructive parade, too. It was the 
assembling of what generally is considered a 
large portion of the army of the 60s. As a 
matter of fact, it was a small portion of that 
army. The enlistment rolls of the army 
show its strength to have been 2,880,000. 

“ The parade showed significantly that the 
civil war veterans soon will be extinct, and 
the yearly revival of patriotic sentiment in- 

-stilled by their reviews will end with their 
extinction. These veterans who fought for 
and maintained the entirety of their country 
thirty-five yearsago have been practical men 
since their service as warriors was no longer 
needed. Since the war they have contrib- 
uted their full share to the progress of the 
country.“ 


9 Great Crowds at Night. 

The crowds in the down-town streets dimin- 
ished for a time after the parade had passed, 
but grew again towards evening. Michigan 
avenue was jammed from curb to curb after 
dark. 

Between the two big arches and all the 
way along the brilliantly lighted Court of 
Honor the boulevard looked like nothing so 

7 much as the Midway Plaisance during the 
crowded days of the World's Fair. There

In Lake Front Park. 

In the Lake Front Park thousands of people | 
stood or lounged on the grass watching the 
fireworks. Many men, some of whom proba- 
bly could not find sleeping accommodation 
and others who had no money, were comfort- 
ably stretched out in the park, sound asleep. 
The park was dark because of the blinding 
light in Michigan avenue and a pedestrian 
had to step gingerly to keep from walking 
on the head of 4 — or afepping on the 
hands of some nated gazer at the fire- 
works.

Then came more of the battle flags of the 
Pennsylvania regiments, surrounded by the 
national colors, flags of blue with white 
stars, and the red and yellow department en- 
signs. It was remarked that the Penasyl- 
vantans, attired as they were, in the cos- 
tume which they wore in the '@0s, walking 
with elastic step, looked as if they had come 
out for review on Pennsylvania avenue at 
the close of the war. The characteristic of 
these Pennsylvanians was their youthful ap- 
pearance. Post No. 28 was small in num- 
bers, but they were sprightiy and there was 
not a maimed man in the company. 


Carries Calendar and Valise. 


Bringing up the rear of this division was an 
extremely corpulent man who carried a cal- 
endar in one hand and a valise in the other. 
On the calendar was the portrait of a young 
girl with golden hair. A young girl attired 
in red, white, and blue costume, carrying a 
small silken flag, preceded the next division 
of the Pennsylvanians. The old soldiers of 
this post carried canes\at shoulder arms. 
Then came a boy of 9, attired in the federal 
costume of 1861, bearing & Pennsylvania 
standard, followed by seven veterans of the 
Spanish war, the first to appear in the pa- 
rade, and a small nickel-plated cannon 
drawn by a pair of ponies. \ 

Post 128 of Pennsylvania was led by a lusty 
brass band, composed of youthful musicians, 
who played selections from The Runaway 
Girl.” This post contained not more than 
forty-five members. James L. Lysle Post 
followed, comprising twenty members. There 
was a tendency to corpulency in the members 
of this post ,and they appeared to suffer from 
the heat. 

McPherson Post, Pittsburg, drum corps 
led the next division. The repertoire of this 
drum corps appeared to limited to the 
single air of The Girl I ft Behind Me,” 
and this same girl must have been left be- 
hind many, many years ago, because the mu- 
siclans’ hair was thin on top, and some of 
them walked with halting, rheumatic limbs, 
probably the heritage of Tenting on the 
Old Camp Ground” in the days of the re- 
bellion. 

Uncle Sam with his outlandish American 
flag costume walked at the head of the next 
division of Pennsylvanians, lifting his silk 
tile to the people who cheered him from the 
curb. He was a giant, and towered above 
his companions almost a foot. One noticed 
in those Pennsylvanians the remainder of 
what must have been at one time an ex- 
tremely handsome body of men. Even with 
the weight of years upon them they walked 
as erectly as the soldiers who are serving at 
the present day. 


The first negro troop, Post No. 80 of Penn- 
sylvania, appeared with this division. They 


were cheered lustily by the people on the 
sidewalks as they passed. A radical de- 
parture from the music of the fife and drum 
corps of 1861 was the bugle corps, which fol- 
lowed the Pennsylvanians. This corps was 
composed of seven young fellows, whose 
bugles were keyed to a pitch calculated to 
make them heard distinctly above the roar 
of battle. 


Aged Man with Ohio’s Standard. 

The department of Ohio followed, the 
standard being carried by a veteran who ap- 
peared to be 80 years of age. This depart- 
ment was headed by Department Command- 
er E. R. Montford and several mounted offi- 
cers. Somebody in front of the Leland Hotel, 
when this division passed, suggested three 
cheers for Ohio, which were given. The 
Ohioans were preceded by a band which 
played the national anthem as they wheeled 
into the avenue. As the first notes of “ My 
Country, "Tis of Thee,“ were sounded, the 
leader of the Cincinnati veterans drew a 
small silken flag from his pocket and waved 
it in the air. In the rear of the first post 
marched a veteran with steps so feeble that 
the long march was beyond his strength. 
Two women were supporting him by the 
arms, and he was following his colors with 
sheer pluck, as many of the men had done 
years before. The Ohioans were immediate- 
ly adopted by the crowd as their favorite 
sons. 

General Thomas Post No. 18 was followed 
by the usual drum corps of vigorously pound- 
ing youths uniformed in black and white. 
Some of the Ohio veterans, anxious to show 
that their step had lost none of its elas- 
ticity, did fancy cake walk steps, thus dis- 
playing their superabundant energy. A 
water-bearer, with white hair, indicating an 
age of at least 60, carried water from post 
to post and broke up the ranks of thirsty 
veterans with his tin bucket and dipper. 

Next to Chicago’s own Columbia Post, the 
Dayton veterans presented the neatest ap- 
pearance in their carefully uniformed ranks. 
They were followed by two hard working 
drum majors, whose deftness prevented their 
whirling sticks from breaking the plate glass 
windows on both sides of the avenue. Ohio 
presented one feature after another which 
compelled the applause of the crowd. Now 
it was a bluejacket walking as the sole rep- 
resentative of his branch of the service in 
the lines of infantry, now it was a rough 
rider in khaki, now it was a woman marching 
beside her husband in the ranks. 

The veteran drum corps of Columbus led 
the Columbus veterans. Some of the Co- 
lumbus men evidently had not found their 
hotels before they joined the parade. tch- 
els swinging from umbrellas were hung over 
their shoulders. Some of the veterans were 
flinging long ribbons of green and red yards 
behind them, or flying them from their hat 
bands. ; 

Then came a marine in the baggy 
white trousers of the vy. The scarf of 
the Colonel who marched at the head of his 
old regiment had become disarranged, and 
one of his Captains took advantage of a mo- 
mentary stop to rearrange it and smooth 
down the old Colonel’s apparel. N 


Little Girl on a Bicycle. 


Ohio also presented another feature which 
evoked cheers from the crowd. A tiny girl, 
dressed as Columbia, followed the sailor 
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band on a diminutive cycle. Then came a 
drum and bugle corps, giving forth the fa- 
miliar notes of the Spanish war. Then came 
a huge bronze canteen, carried on the shoul- 
ders of four veterans, followed by three 
marching women; then veterans with yards 
and yards of purple ribbons streaming be- 
hind them; veterans with camp chairs and 
veterans with canes, veterans who dragged 
their feet, and veterans who could not find 
an outlet for the energy they seemed to 
possess. Some had made themselves inde- 


pendent of the water carrier by slinging a! 


canteen from their shoulders, from which 
they and their neighbors partook thirstily. 
Camp chairs became more numerous as the 
rear of the Ohio delegation was reached, 


- but there was small opportunity to use them, 


because ‘the G. A. R. parade, when once 
started, moved along with fewer delays than 
are customary in a marching body of much 
younger men. Two men dropped out of line 
from the Ohioans at the Leland 
Hotel and knelt on the asphalt pavement 
for rest. One Ohio Post produced the nov- 
elty of red, white, and blue sun-shades, giv- 
ing them the apearance of a body of Egyp- 
tian travelers. | 
Colors Swathed in Burlap. 

A veteran bore the colors of the Fifty- 
second Ohio carefully tied up and swathed 
in burlap. 

Darke County had a special 
feet in length, with letters two feet high. 
The first line of this division was composed 
of aged men. 
women. Women were a feature of the Ohio 
division: In the Darke County division at 
least tem appeared. One of them was a 
young woman attired in a blue and white 

wn, with an army canteen slung around 

er waist. The Ohioans were extremely 
popular with the people who had gathered 
to see the parade and they were repeatedly 
cheered as they passed. They answered the 
greetings of the populace with hurrahs and 
waving of hats. | 

Lincoln Post No. 91, Department of IIli- 
nols, had its headquarters in the Leland 
Hotel. As the parade passed many of the 
veterans removed their hats and saluted 
the picture of Lincoln which hung against 
the building, flanked on each side by an 
American flag.” 

The members of H. Lytle Post No. 47 of 
Cincinnati were remarkable for their exact- 
ness of dress. Their uniforms appeared to 
be new and their hats were encircled by the 
most elaborate gold braid. There were sev- 
eral fat men in this division. It was notice- 
able that each carried a camp stool, and they 
were the first to reach the water carriers 
and also to spread out their canvas stools 
and seat themselves whenever any momen- 
tary pause occurred. | 

Buckley Post No. 12 from Akron, O., was 
distinguished by each of its members carry- 
ing a white parasol, stamped with stars and 
United States. flags. Each of the parasols 
bore the post nameand number. There were 
some 150 in this post. | 

Following the Department of Ohio was 
a miscellaneous band, apparently of ex-mem- 
bers of the federal army, who as they passed 
made no attempt to preserve organized 
marching order. They were stopped by the 
commanding officers when Michigan avenue 
was reached and were formed to pass 
8 the Court of Honor by the reviewing 
stand. | 
O’Rourke’s Company Leds New York. 

New York followed Ohio. Leading the 
New York posts was O’Rourke’s company of 
veterans in heavy marching ‘order, leggins, 
cartridge boxes, bayonets, and muskets at 
shoulder arms. Just preceding them was a 
fife and drum corps with a:drum major of 
surprising agility, who shot his baton like 
a nine-pound shot to the top of the Leland 
Hotel, and when-the crowd expected to see 
it tear up the pavement when it came down 
deftly caught it and sent it whirling back 
again. | 


Immediately following the staff officers 
were carriages with such veterans as had 
grown too corpulent to attempt to march. 
From their cushioned seats they languidly 
waved Chautauqua salutes to the crowd. 
A colonial drum corps following the car- 
riages, in the buff and blue of the con- 
tinental lines of 1776, was playing The 
Girl I Left Behind Me,” evidently a still 
older one than the one which the previous 
drum corp had left behind. Captured battle 
flags and the standards of the New York 
regiments were carried by a long line of 
veterans, one of them a zouave in tattered

The flag ot the First Infantry was carried 
past while the crowd cheered the tattered 
remnants of the standard which had num- 
bered Bull Run among its many battlefields. 
As the guard to the tattered flag and the 
equally tattered regimental standard there 
was a file of veterans carryi muskets. 
Then came the rank and file of the posts, 
uniformed or ununiformed. 


Veteran on a Couch. 

Then came the remarkable feature of the 
entire parade, a bed-ridden veteran lying 
on a couch, which was wheeled along by an 
attendant. The veteran raised his head to 
the crowd, and old soldiers who were not 
marching but watching the parade rushed 
into the street and grasped him by the hand. 
The New York ranks were closed by a vet- 
eran ona tricycle. 

Then came the standards of Massachusetts. 
The department ensigns of Massachusetts 
were ted with the same outburst that 
met Ohioans. The Lastern veterans 
passed on to the Court of Honor with a firm 
and rhythmic tread. The Massachusetts 


colors were carried by a detachment of un- 


mounted cavalry. 
The banner offtred by the Department of 
Massachusetts to the post making the best 


Appearance was awarded to the John A. An- 


drew Post No. 15 of Boston. . 
Massachusetts was followed by Maine, ied 
by Division Commander Seth T. Snipe. Aft- 
er Wisconsin, Ohio, and Massachusetts it 
was hard for one who looked on to believe 
that the greatest Grand Army encampment 
had been held. There appeared in the men 
who marched in these several divisions the 
material for the defense of the nation yet. 
While there were a few who walked with. 
halting steps and some with a swing, brought 
about by walking with one foot in the furrow 
through all these years of peace, there was 
a martial air and a straightness of back 
and a freedom of arm which led one to 
think that the proffers by some of these vet- 
erans at the time of the Spanish war were 
not a vainglorious boast, but were made in 
the full confidence of their own strength, up- 
held by the records of their past. ä 


California and Nevada. 

California and ada followed Maine. 
Then came New Hampshire, led by an 
old-fashioned drum corps and Division Com- 
mander D. E. Proctor. This was a small di- 
vision, probably not more than 100 men. 

The Department of Vermont followed im- 
mediately, led by Division Commander M. 
S. Woodbury, unaccompanied by any music. 
This was also a small division, few of the 
veterans being in unifofm. The patriotic 
demonstration by the Vermonters was con- 
fined to red, white, and blue canes. The Ver- 
mont veterans wore sprigs of green in their 
hats. 

The Department of Minnesota came next, 
led by Division Commander G. S. Ives, fol- 
lowed by Maryland. Division Commander 
J. R. King led the Marylanders, who did not 
make a large showing, although they were 
enthusiastically received by the spectators. 

North Carolina marched behind Maryland, 
headed by a fife and drum corps. 

Nebraska, led by Division Commander 
John Reese, followed North Carolina. Each 
of the members of the Nebraska division 
carried a small United States flag. This 
division made a good showing, numbering 
probably 300men. The Nebraska contingent 
marched without post names or numbers, , 
but simply as a State division. 


Good Showing by 

Then came the Department of Michigan. 
Division Commander E. M. Allen led it, fol- 
lowed by a brass band. A post from Detroit 
followed the band leading the main division. 
The uniform of this post was a departure 
from the ordinary G. A. R. costume, being 
merely black frock coats and trousers. They 
marched in close ranks, five abreast. There 
were possibly 100 in this post, and their. 
maneuvers elicited great applause from the 
spectators. 

The fife and drum corps of the Michigan 
soldiers marched in the center of the divis- 


‘fon. Michigan made a splendid showing. 


There appeared to be as many in this divis- 
ion as there were from Ohio. Near the end 
of this department fifty men carried an im- 
mense United States fag headed by a trans- 
parency on which were inscribed the words, 
Michigan, my Michigan, ready ever to 
defend the nation’s honor.“ 


Iowa Introduces a Novelty. 
Iowa introduced a pleasant novelty which 
won approbation of the people. TheA. O. U. 
W. Band of Cedar Falls played the State 
song of Iowa as the column passed into 
Michigan avenue, and some clear-voiced 


singers among the musicians sang the cho- 


rus. 
As the band passed the reviewing stand it 
halted and the members, facing the stand, 
dropped their instruments and sang: 
We're from the wild rose State of Iowa 
Mississippi. |

Before the Iowa department had passed 
the regular rhythm of the march had been

The Iowans probably argued, 
however, that they could not keep their 
voices in unison if they attempted to keep 
their feet in a regular pace, and they. were

The Jowans marched by districts instead 
ofby posts, and the parade had begun to take 
on the appearance of a leisurely crowd going 
to a meeting place, when Indiana came 


swinging along with rhythmic tread, accom- 


panied by the music ef fife and drum. This 
division was led by Commander D. E. Beem. 
The. parade had been two hours in passing 
and yet the last of the Indiana veterans had 
not passed from Jackson boulevard into the 
avenue. The people who were massed 
around the corners on the sidewalks gave no 
indications of weariness, but remained pa- 
tiently in their places. Veterans began to 
drop out of the line. One squad carried the 
colors of an Indiana post into the Leland 
Hotel and deserted the marching body. 
Tippecanoe Post No. 51 was headed with 
the usual drum corps, and in the last ranks 
marched a lone colored woman. Then came 
a drum corps in khaki, followed by a post 
carrying the State pennant. One of the In- 
diana veterans carried a cornstalk with a 
golden ear of corn on the end. The battle 
.of the Highty-seventh Indiana, with 
their tattered ends fluttering in the breeze, 
were carried by two veterans. Indiana’s 
increasing numbers soon brought the repre- 
sentation, from that State to an equality 
with the large delegations from Ohio and 
Michigan. What had come to be not an un- 
usual sight was that of a veteran with his 
entire family in the parade, wife and daugh- 
ters and semetimes grandchildren. 
A zouave drum corps of fifty-six pleces 
headed the Colorado and Wyoming division.

Kansans All Wear Sunflowers. 


Colorado and Wyoming were followed by 
Kansas, whose division was led by Com- 
mander W. W. Martin. On his breast wasa 
sunfiower twenty-four inches in diameter. 
The appearance of this division was cheered. 
The standard was borne by a young fellow 
and supported on either side by a veteran. 
Following the standard was a division of 
singers, attlred in white duck trousers, white 
hats, and blue serge coats, who sang John 
Brown's Body,” changing later to the words 


of The Battle Hymn of the Republic.“ The 


Kansans all wore sunflowers in the lapels of 
their coats. 

A good deal of horse play marked the pass- 
ing of the Kansans. There was an immense 
flag hanging over Jackson boulevard, near 
Michigan avenue, flanked on either side by 
hundreds of streamers, some twenty feet 
in length. These streamers had blown down 
into the street and the Kansans picked them 
up and twined them around each other’s 
necks and shoulders. 

Delaware, led by Commander W. A. Reilly, 
followed Kansas, having a small representa- 
tion. 

Following the brass band which headed the 
Minnesota division was an immense flag, 
such as was carried by Michigan, but with- 
out banners or announcements of any kind. 
The people in the windows, especially the 
boys, dropped candies and wads of paper and 


peach stones down on the flag, which greatly 


irritated the veterans, who would stop oc- 
casionally and throw the débris off. Com- 
mander G. 8. Ives led the men from Minne- 
sota. 

The members of John A. Rawlins Post 126 
of Minneapolis were attired in white duck 
trousers, black frock coats, and gray fedora 
hats. It was rather a unique costume and 
attracted considerable attention. 

Following this post was a fragment of 
cavalry, at the head of which rode a young 
woman clad in a white satin gown. 

Then came a pickaninny drum corps, play- 
ing My Old Kentucky Home,” and headifig 
the Kentucky division. A colored post fol- 
lowed, preceded by a flag which was a combi- 
nation of the Stars and Stripes and the stars 
and bars, borne by a veteran. Following 
him was an old fellow who walked with a 
perceptible limp, who carried a miniature 
log cabin supported on a pole. 


Kansas City’s Famous Veterans. 

The Missouri Division was led by Com- 
mander W. F. Henry, followed by veteran 
Company A of Kansas City in full uniform, 
knapsacks, blankets, muskets, and all the 
accoutrements of the march. This regiment 
is one of the most famous in the entire G. A. 
R. organization of the United States. It has 
taken part in every encampment for the last 
twenty-five years. Some of its members are 
past 80 years of age. When war was de- 


clared between Spain and the United States 


Captain John Taylor offered the services of 
this organization to President McKinley. 
Missouri had a creditable delegation. They 
were sturdy men, some of them with beards 
falling yard-length upon their breasts. 

Frank T. Blair Post No. 1 of St. Louls 
was one of the best uniformed in the parade. 
There were probably 400 members in the 
Missouri delegation. Most of those in the 
line were in full uniform, save in the matter 
of hats.

Louisiana carried bunches of cotton stalks 
bearing on their ends the fluffy cotton boll. 
Added to the curious cotton ensign which 
the Louisianans carried, two of them bore 
a small alligator, poised upright on its tail, 
with the image of a negro baby in its mouth. 

Texas was headed by a large pair of steer’s 
horns, carried side by side with the depart- 
ment standard. The roll of the Southern 
States included Georgia and Alabama, the 
latter carrying sugar cane. 

As a distinctive sign the North Dakotans, 
who followed Alabama, bore small sheaves 
of wheat on their shoulders. They were pre- 
ceded by a veteran arrayed in the conven- 


tional attire of Uncle Sam.

® crowd had become slightly apathetic 
after waiting three hours and * half, but 
when the bugles announced the coming of 
the Illinois standards and posts it awoke 
from its indifference and gave the home 
veterans the great ption of the day.

Directly behind the alds the standard of the 
Nineteenth Illinois was carried, giving the 
record of the regiment at Stone River, 
Chickamauga, and other fields. Then came 
a detachment of veterans armed with 
muskets, followed by files of uniformed 
soldiers. The department standard was 


carried by three veterans in a carriage. 


The George H. Thomas Post carried a 
squad of men armed and 400 men in its 
ranks. It is the practice of the Illinois posts 
to head their lines with a young girl walk- 
ing beside the Commander of the post. The 
Edward Bridges Post, from Malta, IIL, 


marched 100 strong, followed by war-tat- 


tered flags and veterans of the infantry 
army. Line after line of the Illinois veterans 
passed on into Michigan avenue and into the 
Court of Honor. The long tramp and the 
tiresome wait for the van of the parade to 
open the line of march had not proved too 
severe for their endurance.

For half an hour the various posts from the 
Illinois towns and from Chicago passed from 
the boulevard and into the Court of Honor, 
For the most part it was a line of similarly 
attired veterans, there being no distinction 
except the standard of the post, and the line 
was unbroken except for an occasional drum. 
corps or band. At the head of one of the 
posts a girl bugler walked. It was a steady 
tramp of uniformed and ununiformed men in 
straight and ragged lines, with firm or halt- 
ing step, some untouched by the long tramp 
and longer walt and some showing evidence 
of unusual exertion. The street by this time 
was sprinkled with members of the organ- 
izations which had passed on and disbanded 
hours before. The General Edward Hatch 
Post was preceded by a midget drum corps, 
uniformed in black, with facings of yellow 
and blue caps.

Esson, it is said, owed Stridiron $800, which 
the latter had made many attempts to col- 
lect. Esson on several occasions before had 
taken temporarily, it is said, the rings he 
gave Miss Hayes. He knew where she kept 
them. It is thought that he may have taken 
them on Sunday and perhaps turned them 
over to Stridiron as a guarantee of the pay- 
ment of the alleged debt.

There 
has be no trouble, however, in getting 
messages from General Chaffee, as, for 
some inexplicable reason, the Chinese have 
not seen fit to suppress General Chaffee’s 
dispatches. Efforts will be made to secure 
uninterrupted communication between Gen- 
eral Chaffee and the War department, as it 
is of the most vital importance to reopen 
communication between Washington and 
Pekin. 


Warships to Carry Messages. 
After a conference between President Mc- 
Kinley, Secretary Root, Assistant Secretary 
Hackett, and Commander Cowles, it was 
determined to establish a dispatch boat 
service between Chefoo and Shanghal. The 
distance is 500 miles, and there are United 
States warships at both places which can be 
utilized for this purpose. By this plan it 
will be possible to insure communication 
between Chefoo and Shanghai, and, if neces- 
sary, a courier service can be operated from 
Tien Tsin to Pekin. | 
The interruption of communication is em- 
barrassing and annoying, and indic®tes a 
disorganized condition in China, but does 
not excite the apprehension of the depart- 
ment as to the welfare of the allied forces. 


Stories of Aliies’ Peril Doubted. 
As already stated in these dispatches, the

Long Conference at White House. 
An extended conference regarding the dip- 
lomatic features of the Chinese situation 
took place at the White House tonight. 
Acting Secretary Adee of the State depart- 
ment arrived at the Executive Mansion 
about 9:30 o’clock and ‘soon afterward Secre- 
tary Root came, the two officials remaining 
with the President until midnight. They 
were asked for some statement as they were 
leaving the White House, but both were un- 
communicative, though.

signs upon the island, and that, in addition 
to the burning of a Japanese temple, there 
have been riots against foreigners, the 
Japanese government has considered it nec- 
essary to land a small force for the purpose 
of protecting the Consulate and the foreign 
residents of that port. 

A cablegram has been received at the 
State departmen: from United States Consul 
Johnson, at Amoy, China, relative to the 
rioting in progress in that city.

United States army transport Lawton ar- 
rived from Nome today, with 220 passengers 
on board, 146 of whom are destitute fortune- 
seekers, the first. batch sent back. to this 
country at the expense of the United States 
government by General Randall, Command 
er of the Department of Alaska. Also on 
board were twenty-six Laplanders, taken 
North two years ago, to aid in the Bering 
Sea and Arctic Ocean reindeer work in- 
augurated under the auspices of the Rev. 
Sheldon Jackson of the Department of the 
Interior. Dr. Jackson came with the Lap- 
landers, and will accompany them to Nor- 
way.

CHIEF SWENIE AND FIVE COM- 
PANIES SAVED. 


Shut Off from Stairway in Blazing Base- 
ment of Tousey Varnish Company’s 
Factory in Twenty-fifth Street and 
Rescued by Comrades, Who Cut a 
Hole in the Floor—Several Overcome 

and Carried Out—Building Is De- 
stroyed, with Loss of $35,000. 


Chief Swenie and five companies of fire- 
men had a narrow escape from suffocation 
yesterday afternoon at a fire in the factory 
of the Tousey Varnish company, 560 Twen- 
ty-fifth street. They were in the basement, 
where the flames started from the explosion 
of a kettle of. varnish, and were shut off 
from escape by the stairway. Several of 
them were overcome ‘by inhaling smoke 
and had to be carried out when other fire- 
men came to their rescue through a hole 
cut in the floor above. Those who were 
overcome quickly recovered in the open air 
and resumed their work of fighting the fire. 

Hundreds of persons, attracted by the ex- 
plosion and the dense clouds of smoke in 
the neighborhood, watched the blaze. A cry 
of fear went up from the crowd when the 
report was circulated that firemen were im- 
prisoned in the basement. It was changed

K HIS FUNERAL 


WITHOUT AID OF CLERGY. 


Provision in the Will of the Physician 
hat Ne Religious or Formal Service 
| Be Held Over His Body Respected 
by the Family—Remains Viewed at 
House and Operatic Music Is Ren- 
dered—Palibearers and Four Sons 
Accompany Casket to Cemetery, 


‘The stern simplicity that for fifty years 
had marked the life of Dr. Ernst Schmidt 
was displayed at the brief but impressive 
funeral services held over his remains at 
his late residence, 424 North State street, 
yesterday morning. The wishes of Dr, 
Schmidt, expressed many times during 
his illness to the members of his family and 
explicitly set forth in his will, that no re- 
ligious or other services be held over his 
body and that his remains should be accom- 
panied to the cemetery only by the pall- 
} bearers designated by him and his four sons 
were implicitly obeyed. 

No antipathy. to religion of any denomina- 
tion ever had been displayed by the physi- 
elan. and agnosticism was not the cause of 
his desire for lack of religious rites or dis- 
play. Many ministers of all creeds were 
among his warmest friends, but with the 
almost Spartan simplicity that had charaę- 
‘terized his long career he despised ostenta- 
tion of any description. Many times he had 
expressed to his family and friends his in- 
tense dislike of modern funeral customs and 
observances, which he denounced as being 
both unseemly and barbarous. Although a 
member of many societies, it was his request 
that none them should participate at his 
obsequies. 

Peilgrim's Chorus Is Played. 

From 8 a. m. yesterday until 11 the body ef 
Dr.- Schmidt was viewed by hundreds of his 
friends for the last time. At the latter hour 
a brief musical service was held, the mu- 
sicilans being former friends of the dead 
physician. The Pilgrims’ Chorus and other 
selections from Tannhäuser were played, 
after which the body was removed to the 
hearse and, accompanied only by the pall- 
bearers and the sons, was taken to Graceland 
Cemetery and cremated. The pallbearers 
were:

Statement for the Family. 

“It always was the wish of our father 
that the funeral services should be as they 
took piace today. While he was a man of no 
particular religious convictions, he was not 
an agnostic, and never desired to be classed 
as such. He had told us many times of his 
desire that no one but his sons should attend 
hts funeral. He had often said that the cus- 
tom of a widow attending the funeral serv- 
ices of her husband and exhibiting her grief 
before a crowd of curious and unsym- 
pathetic spectators was brutal and a rem- 
nant of barbarism. The music played at the 
‘brief services was beloved by our father.”

WOUNDED OFFICER SAYS 
HE WAS OUTRAGEOUSLY

2 Frank Orenshaw of the Twenty- 
ninth Infantry, Who Was Brought to 
Atlanta, Ga., to Die, Declares He Was 

_ Kept in Hold Among Insane Soldiers. 


Atlanta, Ga., Aug. 28.—Captain Frank 
Crenshaw, Twenty-ninth Volunteer Infantry, 
died here this morning. He was the son of 
the Georgia Commissioner of Railroads. 
Captain Crenshaw saw service in Cuba and 
the Philippines, a wound/recgeived in the bat- 
tle of Putol causing his death. 

Captain Crenshaw, who arrived in Atlanta 
a week ago, made an ante-mortem state- 
ment to his father, in which he charges out- 
rageous treatment and neglect on board the 
transport Sherman from Manila to San 
Francisco. After the vessel left Manila offi- 
cers in the staterooms near Captain Cren- 
shaw’s complained that he kept them awake 
as a result of his wounds. He was taken 
from the stateroom and, paralyzed in one 
side, unable to lift his head, and almost un- 
conscious, was placed in a berth down in the 
hold of the ship near the:engines and among 
the insane men who were confined there. 

Captain Crenshaw said he wae unable to 
hold himself in the berth and fell out three 
times while the ship was riding out storms 
in the China Sea. He finally bribed a hos- 
pital steward with $25 to give him some at- 
tention. At San Francisco Captain Cren- 
shaw alleged that treatment was refused 
him, the surgeon in charge informing him 
that it was impossible because of limited as- 
sistance in the hospital. 

The wounded officer, accompanied by his 
uncle, then started for Atlanta and an opera- 
tion was performed here. The body of Cap- 
tain Crenshaw will lie in state at the Capitol 
until noon tomorrow, when it will be taken 
to La Grange, Ga., for interment.’

Springfield, III., Aug. 28. [Special. Colonel 
James R. B. Van Cleave, State Superintendent ot 
Insurance, today ordered the tna Fire Insurance 
compahy of Hartford, Conn., to appear before 
Sept. 15 and show cause why the license of the 


company should not be revoked and the company’ 
prohibited from doing further business in Illinois. 


The action of the Insurance Superintendent was 
taken after a conference with I. T. Overacre of 
Chicago, attorney for H. E. Klayer, formerly an 
employé of the tna company. Several days ago 
Klayer demanded that the license of the tna 
company be revoked immediately, and presented 
evidence to support the demand, claiming that the 
company had violated the insurance laws of the 


State. Colonel Van Cleave refused to revoke the 


license without giving the company a hearing. 
Since then Klayer has made repeated charges 
against ‘the [Illinois Insurance department. 
Klayer’s attorney this morning apologized for all 
statements that have been made, and in writing 
rescinded all charges that have been made against 
Colonel Van Cleave. Both these actions were de- 
manded by the Insurance Superintendent before 
he would do business with either Klayer or his 
attorney.

MARQUISE DE FONTENOY’S LETTER 


(Copyright, 1900, by the Marquise de Fontenoy. ] 
It was Lord Curzon, the Viceroy of In- 
dia, who prevented the Shah from visiting 
England, and, if I mention the matter, it is 
because of the numerous stories, one more 
fantastic than the other, which have been 
published in the English and foreign press 
about the affair, some insisting that the 
visit was abandoned because of the mourn- 
ing resulting from the death of the Duke of 
Coburg, while others assert that the Shah 
had yielded in the affair to the anti-English 
influence of France and of Russia. ! 

The fact of the matter is, that after the 
most elaborate arrangements had been made 
by the British court and government for the 
Shah's entertainment—arrangements that 
were in no sense modified by the Duke of 
Coburg’s death, since neither the Queen nor 
the Prince of Wales has ever allowed be- 
reavements to stand in he way of the ful- 
fillment of political obligations—a dispatch 
was suddenly received from Lard Curzon 
in which he informed the government that 
if the Shah's visit to England took place 
Great Britain would have a war with Af- 
ghanistan on its hands. 

The Ameer and the Shah are imbued with 
the most bitter enmity for one another, due 
to religious, political, and racial differences. 
Now, England has always refused to recog- 
nize the Ameer as a full-fledged sovereign, 
declines to allow him to be diplomatically 
represented as such in London, and insists 
that his relatioris with the English court 
should be carried on through alcutta. 
Moreover, when the Ameer sent his son on 
a special mission to England, the govern- 
ment there refused to treat him as a royal 
personage, but merely as one of the vassal 
Princes of India. 


For the court of St. James to have ac- 


corded to the Ameer's most bitter enemy 
the honors withheld in his own case would 
Rave angered him to such a degree that he 


would have become converted from a friend 


and ally of England into a dangerous foe. 
How serious the situation must have been 
in the eyes of Lord Curzon may be gathered 
from the fact that knowing Persia better 
than any Hnglishman living and the im- 
portance of its friendship to Great Britain, 


he nevertheless urged his government to 


render itself guilty of an almost trrepara- 
ble affront to the Shah by canceling his 
invitation besides upsetting at the last mo- 
ment all the costly and elaborate arrange- 
ments made by the Queen, the royal family, 
and by the government for the entertain- 
ment of the Persian ruler. : 

The fact of the matter is that the Ameer 
is the all-powerful Warden of the Marches 
of India, and as the owner and controller 


of the mountain passes leading into 
India, is the virtual guardian of the gates 
of England's great Oriental empire. Be- 
sides this Afghanistan ie the buffer state 
separating Russia from British India. The 
conversion of the Ameer from a friend into 
a foe would necessitate the entire reorgani- 
zation of the system of defense of India’s 
northern frontier at a colossal expense 
besides requiring the trebling of the British 
army in India, added to which Engiand could 
ill afford to go to war with Afghanistan 
at the present moment, while an alliance 
between Afghanistan and Russia against 
England would be positively disastrous to 
British rule in India. 

The only reason why the Ameer has hith- 
erto preferred to ally himself with India 
rather than with Russia is because he sees 
that it is England’s interest to leave to him 
his independence and autonomy, whereas, 
all the central Asian rulers who have al- 
lied themselves to Russia have seen them- 
selves in the long run deprived of their 
thrones and their dominions absorbed by 
the Great White Czar. 

Three of the most costly, sanguinary and 
troublesome wars of the reign of Queen 
Victoria have been with Afghanistan. Eng- 
land does not wish for a fourth, and that 
is why she canceled her invitation to the 
Shah at the eleventh hour rather than af- 
front the Ameer, and is endeavoring to 
console the Persian ruler for the affront 
by giving him the Order of the Garter. 

King Alexander of Servia is heaping hon- 
ors on his wife. 
been given a regiment, and now she has 
been made patroness of the girls’ high 
school at Belgrade, which was founded by 
Queen Nathalie and hitherto endowed with 
her name. Henceforth it will bear that of 
the new Queen. Moreover, he has thor- 

ughly given people to understand that he 
intends to have his consort respected, at 
any rate by his own subjects, by order- 
ing the arrest of old General Belimarko- 
vitch for ſhaving made slighting remarks 
about the mew Queen. 

The General is one of the most conspicu- 
ous figures and best known men in Servia. 
The most trusted cofifidant of Alexander 
Karageorgevitch, who overwhelmed him 
with favors, he deserted and betrayed him 
in 1859 in order to join his rival, Prince 
Milosh, predecessor of Milan on the Servian 
throne. During the minority of Milan he 
was Minister of War, but was dismissed 
from that post for gross dishonesty, and 
served a term of imprisonment. He was 
probably the only Servian officer who 
showed any bravery or who in any way dis-

have gained on the battlefield was dimmed 
by his toleration of the intimacy between 
his young and good-looking wife and Milan. 
On the latter’s abdication he appointed the 
General as one of the three regents during 
King Alexander’s minority, and he was the 
only one of the three who manifested any 
disposition to resist when Alexander, a 
year berore the legal termination of his 
minority, had the three regents arrested 
at his own table, and kept under lock and 
key while he proclaimed himself of age and 
took the reins of government in his own.

The General has always been distinguished 
for his hatred of the radical element, and 
has frequently declared in public that the 
grandest day of his life would be when 
he was able to carry a piece of “ radical 
meat at the point of his sword through 
the streets of Belgrade. > 

When I knew him at Belgrade years ago 
he had a most extraordinary confidential 
servant and general factotum, an individual 
named Branco, who had been famed 
throughout the various Balkan states as 
the most successful brigand chief in the 


Southeast of Europe. Branco used to make 


his headquarters in the district around the 
well-known Servian baths of Wrucze. These 
were ordered for the General by his physi- 
cian. But at the same time he was warned 
that if he ventured to take up his abode at 
Wrucze the brigand chief Branco would 
probably avail himself of the opportunity 
to make a bold coup by taking him prisoner: 
and holding him for ransom. 

The General, who was regent of Servia 
at the time, instead of sending troops after 
the robbers to clear the district, deemed 
it more prudent to temporize, and, accord- 
ingly, sent an emissary to the brigand in 
order to discover on what terms he could 
secure immunity and freedom from molesta- 
tion during his stay at Wrucze. The terms 
made by Branco were that he should re- 
ceive a sum of money down, and-that he 
should be granted permission at the close 
of the summer to take up his residence at 
Belgrade without interference on the part 
of the authorities. The General agreed to 
these terms, and, as the best means of se- 
curing Branco from arrest after his return 


to Belgrade, he attached him to his house- 


hold. As soon, however, as the General 
was turned out of office as regent, the rob- 
ber chief was thrown into prison by order 
of the young King, and shortly after ex- 
piated on the scaffold the numerous crimes 
for which a large price had been set upon 
his head. 2

Tison, printed in Tur SUNDAY TRIBUNE, it 
was shown that in the water pipe extension 
department alone the difference was over 
$5,000 a month. The causes which have led 
to this difference in this one department 


‘Were not gone into at length, as they are 


easily worth a chapter by themselves. 

The water pipe extension department looks 
after the maintenance of the water mains of 
the city. Its work is largely that of repair- 
ing and replacing worn out pipes, although 
it does some original construction. This part 
of the work, however, is comparatively 
small, as when any great amount of new pipe 


is to be laid it is done by specially employed 


men or by contract. The amount of work 
@one does not vary greatly from year to 
year, although of necessity there must be 
some increase in it as the city grows larger 
and old pipes need replacing. The depart- 
ment always has been the one used by city 
administrations which desire to give employ- 
ment to laborers, as its cost is paid out of the 
water fund and there is practically no check 
on the number of men which can be carried 
on the payrolls other than the amount of 


money in that fund available to pay them. 


Pay-Rolls Tell the Story. 
It has been notorious for some time that 
men were carried on the rolls of this depart- 
ment as laborers who, through age or some 
other reason, were physically unable to do 
the work. The extent to which this evil has 
grown, however, is best shown by a compar- 
ison between the Swift and Harrison admin-

This comparison not only shows increases 
of salaries all along the line, but the addi- 
tion to the payrolls of names which are not 
needed. No one-can tell what the cast iron 
pipe examiner, for instance, has to do, but 
whatever it is he draws 6100 a month for 
joing or not doing it. Two stenographers 
are employed when there is not work for one. 
There are three Craftsmen when one was 
fermerly found to be able to do the work 
without trouble. No one can imagine what 
use there is for two general foremen, but one 
was recently added in the person of John 
Powell, a Democrat with considerable of a

% Laborers ’’ Who Do Not Toil. 


When the laborer’s pay-rolls are looked 
into the situation is worse yet. Therets one 
roll called construction—epecial,”’ which 
for the first two weeks of last June footed 

up $522, and for the second two weeks $647 
or $1,169 for the month. The names on this 
roll are of men who from physical disability 
or other reason do not do any actual ditch 
work at all, and the whole roll should be 
Stricken from the lists.

When it comes to the actual laborers some 
interesting comparisons can be made. The 
Seventh District, the Town of Lake, now 
has one foreman, eight assistant foremen, 
eight caulkers, and eighty-three laborers on 
the pay-rolis. Under Mayor Swift there 

Was one foreman, one assistane foreman, 
one caulker, and twenty-one laborers. The 
difference in cost in this district alone is 
$1,000 a month. There are ten districts in 
the city, Dut all of them are not as large as 
the Seventh. That the same condition pre- 
vails in all of them Is, however, certain, and 
with an average saving of $750 a month in 
each of these districts the gain to the city 
would be $7,500 a month. Add to this the 
$679 additional salaries on the office roll and 
the $1,169 in the construction—special“ roll, 
and s total of $9,348 a month is reached in 
this department which could easily be saved 
for the taxpayers.

THE VANDERBILTS. 


Eastern Lines Can Now Dictate Pol- 
fey of Palace Car Cororation and 
That Important Changes May Soon 
Take Place in Official Staff—South- 
ern Transportation Companies Close 
a Most Profitable Year.

Reports current during the last few days 
are to the effect that the Vanderbilts have 
been able to secure absolute control. of the 
stock of the Pullman Palace Car company, 
and that they are now in a position to dictate 
the pelicy of that company. This change, 
it is hinted, would have the effect of bringing 
about some important changes in the offi- 
cial staff. It is claimed that one ot the 
principal objects of the consolidation of the 
Pullman and Wagner Sleeping Car compa- 
nies was to secure control of the few inde- 
pendent sleeping car lines. The Milwaukee 
and St. Paul, which is, controlled by J. Pier- 
pont Morgan, is one of the roads which oper- 
ates its own sleeping cars. The Great North- 
ern also operates its sleeping cars inde- 
pendently. The Vanderbilts are supposed to 
wield (strong influence with the roads run- 
ning these interests, and it is believed that 
with the Vanderbilts in control these lines 
would return te the use of Pullman cars. 


Pullman Officials Deny Report. 

The Pullman people declare the reports 
about the absorption of a majority of the 
Pullman company’s stock to be absurd. It 
is not believed here that the Vanderbilts 
desire to control the Pullman company. 
When they sold out the Wagner sleeping car 
interests to the Pullman company, they did 
so, it is believed, to get rid of the manage- 
ment of the sleeping car service on their own 
Unes, for the reason that better and more 
efficient service could be obtained by an 
independent company conducting the sleep- 
ing car service. 
It is generally admitted that the sleeping 
car service of the Vanderbilt roads has been 
much improved since the Pullman company 
assumed the operation. The Vanderbilts 
are now important factors in the manage- 
ment of the Pullman company, having four

“WEST CHICAGO AVENUE A NEG- 
THOROUGHFARE. 


Wretched Condition of Paving Makes 


‘Travel Not Only Difficult but Dan- 
gerous—Cedar Blocks Torn Out of 
Pavement in Spots Covering Several 
Square Yards—City Laborers Leave 
Heaps of Mud Piled Along Curbing— 
Citizens Are Angry. 


Chicago avenue is another of the West 
Side streets which is a monument to the 
policy of neglect that has made so many 
of the city’s thoroughfares im ble and 
dangerous to those who travel as well as 
to those who live near them. 

Unlike many of the bad streets, Chicago 
avenue is not covered with a layer of mud, 
and it is possible to see the paving if there 
is any paving; but from Ashland avenue to 
Leavitt street there are many places where 
the paving has disappeared, having been torn 
out In spots covering several square yards. 


, Typical Spot in Street. 

The condtion of the street in the vicinity 
of Hermi avenue and Paulina street is 
typical of its general aspect throughout the 
dozen blocks between Ashland avenue and 
Leavitt street. The spots where the pave- 
ment has been torn up are constantly grow- 
ing larger, and as the cedar blocks loosen 
they are knocked About on the surface or 
lie in the hole loose, a constant menace to 
the footing of horses driven over the streé¢t. 


Work for Forty Men. 


- Yesterday there was a gang of four men 
engaged in shoveling the mud into heaps 
near Lincoln street. They worked at their 
task with little energy, though there was 
work enough on the street for forty rather 
than four laborers. A short distance away 
an immense pile of dirt was heaped along 
the curb and overflowed upon the pave- 
ment. This théy had not touched, explain- 
ing that that was the property-owner's 
work; they would not take care of it unless 
the foreman told them to.“ 


Citizens Fear to Criticise. 

Residents and business-men along this 
portion of Chicago avenue make the usual 
indignant protest against the condition of 
the street, but are averse to being quoted.
